It is our Pebomhbhdatton that the general plan now in effect for 
checking admissions'-be continued. The fact that only 17 (excepting special 
guests) out of approximately 700 checked at the doors had forgotten or mis- 
placed tickets, indicates the thorough job that leaders have done in passing 
along instructions. Thirteen States were represented among the seventeen 

mentioned above with three the greatest number from any one state. Four of 
the seventeen reported that they found no tickets in their books for the 
International Harvester Company luncheon, 


The 1944 Admissions Committee makes the following suggestions to 
facilitate the work of the Committee for 1945:

Under present arrangements it is impossible for the 
Admissions Committee to enforce Item 3 in "Information 

for Leaders" (copy attached) which states that "any person 
not having a ticket will be refused admission". A separate 
entrance with the sign "Special Guests" would be worth a 
trial in attempting to correct this situation. 


2, If it is understood that the police escort is to eat with 
the group a "Reserved for Police" sign should be provided 
for their table, and previous arrangements made to provide 

‘the Colonel. in ‘charge of fours with tickets for them for 
‘each function. 

3. The members of the Admissions Committee were unsble to find 
place to eat several times this year. A printed card 
"Reserved for Admissions Committee" for their table would 
help assure them of a place to eat after the delegates are

4, Where aa dunee is through double doors, we suggest that only 
one door be opened, and that .two members of the Committee 
stand on the outside to check: tickets. Other members of 
the Committee should stand back ten or twelve feet on 
either side of the line and have the delegates form in a 
column of two's and pass between them. This would avoid 
the congestion that sometimes occurs when the entire group 
crowds’ up against the doors.
